PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, automobile liability claims cost Cook County over six hundred thousand dollars in 1999; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cook County currently offers a four hour Defensive Driving Course taught by the Risk 
Management Department; and 

WHEREAS, employees from the Risk Management Department are certified by the National Safety 
Council as instructors for a Defensive Driving Course; and 
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WHEREAS, organizations using the National Safety Council’s Defensive Driving Course have benefited 
from lower insurance rates, less vehicle down time for repairs, increased production time from 
employees, decreased hospital costs, less employee injuries and most importantly more lives saved; and 

WHEREAS, the National Safety Council’s Defensive Driving Course has been nationally recognized to 
reduce the amount of collisions; and 

WHEREAS, if Cook County employees were required to take the Defensive Driving Course after being 
involved in a motor vehicle accident, the County’s future costs from automobile accidents should 
decrease. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that any Cook County employee involved in a motor 
vehicle accident while driving any vehicle for County business, is required to attend one of the Defensive 
Driving Courses offered by the Risk Management Department before that employee is again able to drive 
any vehicle as a part of their duties for Cook County.

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Wednesday, May 24, 2000 at the hour of 10:30 AM in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following item(s) and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

Commissioner Moreno, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri moved to allow the meeting to proceed 
without being taped and the record of proceedings to be based upon the notes of the Secretary. The 
motion carried. 

236025 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated May 5, 2000: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization for the Purchasing 
Agent to advertise for bids for Shuttle Bus Service for the Second District Courthouse in 
Skokie. It is respectfully requested that this honorable body approve this request. 

This contract will provide for shuttle bus service for staff and the public between the Skokie 
Courthouse and various temporary parking lots. The buses will run Monday through Friday 
from 7:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. The period of the contract will be two (2) years from the date of 
the award. 

Bond Issue (20000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on 5/16/00. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked a question regarding shuttle bus service between the Skokie Courthouse 
and locations of the proposed parking lots. 

Michael LaMont responded that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy is looking at several options 
including the Forest Preserve District parking lots to the west of the courthouse. He also stated that the 
Office is currently negotiating with the property owners to the south, Old Orchard Woods which has 
excess paved parking for approximately four hundred vehicles. He further stated that negotiations with 
property owners to the east, the Portland Cement Association, are not going well. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the goal is to secure all of the lots that have been mentioned? 

Michael LaMont responded that the goal is to secure between eight hundred and nine hundred parking 
spaces without disturbing any of the grassy area in the front of the Skokie Courthouse. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the Office of Capital Planning and Policy had considered the parking lot 
at Niles High School? 

Michael LaMont responded that this location had not been considered but there have been discussions 
with the Old Orchard Shopping Center. He further stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy is 
looking at space where there is no signalized intersection and where there is easy access. 
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Commissioner Silvestri asked how can the request for shuttle bus service be bid if the lots have not been 
determined? 

Michael LaMont responded that the request will be bid on an hourly basis and per bus which is similar to 
the shuttle operation currently underway at Cook County Hospital. 

Commissioner Silvestri commented that the Maywood Courthouse is in a deplorable condition, and asked 
the status of any renovation. 

Michael LaMont stated that he needs to speak with the Maywood Village Manager for an update. 

Commissioner Silvestri informed the committee that the Maywood Village Manager had recently 
resigned and suggested that Mr. LaMont follow-up with the new village manager. 

Commissioner Sutker expressed concerns regarding cooperation with the Sheriffs office and shuttle bus 
security. 

Michael LaMont responded that the plan has always been to talk to the Sheriffs Office, but he has not 
spoken to them yet because the Office of Capital Planning and Policy wanted to determine exactly what 
sites are available. He stated that security, lighting and signage are all being considered. He further 
stated that he has met with Presiding Judge Salyers and she is aware of the issues. 

Commissioner Sutker asked a question regarding the rear area of the courthouse because of the flooding. 
He also stated that he has received numerous telephone calls from the Glenview area residents concerning 
the possibility of flooding if the area is upgraded. 

Michael LaMont responded that the plans are to upgrade, clean and widen the areas on the north and west 
sides of the courthouse. 

Commissioner Sutker requested that he be advised on improvements in the above areas of the courthouse. 
The commissioner further asked a question regarding the fiscal impact of the shuttle bus service. He 
asked if the cost is closer to $325,000 rather than the estimated $800,000? 

Michael LaMont stated that the cost is closer to $325,000. He also informed the committee that Cook 
County must present a comprehensive plan for the parking to the Village of Skokie prior to the issuance 
of permits. Further he stated that there is full cooperation between the two government bodies.

ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF NOT TO EXCEED $2,500,000.00 
AGGREGATE PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT REVENUE BONDS 
(KENNETH PROPERTIES, L.L.C. PROJECT) SERIES 2000 TO FINANCE THE ACQUISITION, 
CONSTRUCTION AND EQUIPPING OF A PROJECT FOR KENNETH PROPERTIES, L.L.C.; 
AUTHORIZING AND APPROVING THE EXECUTION AND DELIVERY OF A LOAN 
AGREEMENT, PLACEMENT AGREEMENT, TRUST INDENTURE, PRIVATE PLACEMENT 
MEMORANDUM, LETTER OF CREDIT AND TAX AGREEMENT; AUTHORIZING THE SALE OF 
THE BONDS; AND RELATED MATTERS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK, 
ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. It is found and declared that: 

(a) The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), a home rule unit and municipal corporation of 
the State of Illinois, is authorized by the provisions of the Constitution and laws of the State of Illinois, 
including, without limitation, Article VII, Section 6(a) of the Illinois Constitution of 1970, to exercise any 
power and perform any function pertaining to its government and affairs. 

(b) The County proposes to issue not to exceed $2,500,000.00 aggregate principal amount of its 
Industrial Development Revenue Bonds (Kenneth Properties, L.L.C. Project) Series 2000 (the “Bonds”), 
pursuant to a Trust Indenture (the “Bond Indenture”), dated as of June 1, 2000, by and between the 
County and Seaway National Bank of Chicago, as bond trustee (the “Bond Trustee”). 

(c) Pursuant to a Loan Agreement (the “Loan Agreement”), dated as of June 1, 2000, by and 
between the County and Kenneth Properties, L.L.C., an Illinois limited liability company (the 
“Borrower”), the County proposes to lend the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds to the Borrower to 
finance a portion of the costs of the acquisition, construction and equipping of a manufacturing facility to 
produce, among other things, pressure sensitive materials (the “Project”), to be located in an 
unincorporated portion of Cook County at property adjacent to 1660 Kenneth Drive, Mt. Prospect, Cook 
County, Illinois 60056, within the boundaries of the County. 

(d) The Project will be owned by LaSalle Bank National Association, as trustee under the Trust 
Agreement dated October 25, 1995, known as Trust Number 119865 (the “Land Trust”) and by Kenneth 
Properties, L.L.C., an Illinois limited liability company, as the sole beneficiary of the Land Trust. The 
Project will be leased to and operated by Sun Processing Converting, Inc. and Sun Process Co., Inc., both 
of which have common ownership with Kenneth Properties, L.L.C. 

(e) Pursuant to the Bond Indenture, the County will assign to the Bond Trustee all of the 
County’s rights under the Loan Agreement (except the County’s Unassigned Rights) as security for the 
Bonds, and the Bonds will be payable solely out of payments to be made by the Borrower under the Loan 
Agreement. 

(f) In order to comply with certain provisions of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 (the 
“Code”), the County held a public hearing on June 2, 2000 (the “Public Hearing”), concerning the 
issuance of the Bonds for which due notice was given by publication in the Chicago Tribune on May 18, 
2000 . 

(g) The Borrower has presented the County with proposed documentation for the Bonds, as 
follows: 
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(i) a Placement Agreement, to be dated as of June 20, 2000 (the “Placement Agreement”), 
to be entered into by and among the County, the Borrower, and LaSalle Capital Markets, A Division of 
ABN AMRO Incorporated (the “Agent”), setting forth the terms and conditions on which the County will 
sell the Bonds; and 

(ii) a Bond Indenture, providing for the creation of the Bonds, the terms of the Bonds and 
the security for the Bonds; and 

(iii) a Loan Agreement, providing for a loan of the Bond proceeds to the Borrower on 
repayment terms scheduled to provide the County with revenues sufficient to retire the Bonds in 
accordance with their terms; and 

(iv) a Private Placement Memorandum (the “Placement Memorandum”), describing the 
Bonds and the security and source of payment for the Bonds; and 

(v) a Letter of Credit, to be dated the date of issuance of the Bonds (the “Credit Facility”), 
to be issued by LaSalle Bank National Association (the “Credit Facility Provider”) to provide for the 
payment of the principal and interest on the Bonds; and 

(vi) a Tax Agreement and Certificate to be dated the date of issuance of the Bonds (the 
“Tax Agreement”), by and among the County, the Trustee, the Borrower, Sun Process Converting, Inc. 
and Sun Process Co., Inc., setting forth, among other matters, the reasonable expectations of the County, 
the Borrower, Sun Process Converting, Inc. and Sun Process Co., Inc. about the Bonds and various tax 
covenants that are needed to establish that the Bonds qualify as tax-exempt for federal income tax 
purposes. 

Section 2. The financing of the Project is authorized and determined to be in the public interest 
and in furtherance of the public purposes of the County. 

Section 3. In order to provide funds to carry out the public purposes set forth in Section 2 of this 
Ordinance, the County is authorized to issue the Bonds in the aggregate principal amount of not to exceed 
$2,500,000.00. 

The Bonds shall be issued as fully registered bonds without coupons; shall be dated, executed and 
authenticated and bear interest in the manner set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall be payable as to 
principal and interest at the times and in the amounts set forth in the Bond Indenture; shall mature as set 
forth in the Bond Indenture; shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity at the times, under the 
circumstances, in the manner and at the redemption prices set forth in the Bond Indenture; and shall be 
subject to optional and mandatory tender for purchase at the time, under the circumstances, in the manner 
and at the purchase prices set forth in the Bond Indenture. 

The Bonds, together with the interest payable on such Bonds, shall be limited obligations of the 
County, payable solely out of the revenues and receipts derived from the trust estate established under the 
Indenture. The Project shall be financed by means of a loan of the proceeds of the Bonds to the Borrower 
pursuant to the Loan Agreement and the Borrower shall agree to make payments in an amount sufficient 
to pay the principal and purchase price of, and premium, if any, and interest on, the Bonds. The Bonds 
shall not constitute indebtedness, general obligations or a loan of credit of the County, the State of Illinois 
or any political subdivision of either the State of Illinois or the County within the meaning of any 
constitutional provision or statutory limitation, and shall not constitute or give rise to a pecuniary liability 
of the County or a charge against the general credit or taxing power of the County, the State of Illinois or 
any political subdivision of either the State of Illinois or the County. No owner of any Bond shall have 
the right to compel any exercise of the taxing power of the County. 
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Section 4. The Bonds shall be issued in compliance with and under authority of the provisions 
of this Ordinance and the Bond Indenture. The President of the Board of Commissioners and the County 
Clerk are authorized for and in the name of the County to execute the Bonds. The Bonds shall be 
executed on behalf of the County with the manual or facsimile signature of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners and attested by the manual or facsimile signature of the County Clerk, and shall have 
printed on such Bonds a facsimile of its corporate seal or impressed on such Bonds manually its corporate 
seal. In case any officer who shall have signed (whether manually or in facsimile) any of the Bonds shall 
cease to be such officer of the County before the Bonds have been authenticated by the Bond Trustee or 
delivered or sold, such Bonds with the signatures to such Bonds affixed may, nevertheless, be 
authenticated by the Bond Trustee, and delivered, and may be sold by the County, as though the person or 
persons who signed such Bonds have remained in office. The appointment of Seaway National Bank of 
Chicago, as bond trustee, under the Bond Indenture, is approved. 

Section 5. The forms, terms and provisions of the Loan Agreement, the Placement Agreement, 
the Bond Indenture and the Tax Agreement are in all respects approved, and the President of the Board of 
Commissioners and, where indicated in such documents, the County Clerk, are authorized, empowered 
and directed to execute and deliver the Loan Agreement, the Placement Agreement, the Bond Indenture 
and the Tax Agreement in the name and on behalf of the County. The Loan Agreement, the Placement 
Agreement, the Bond Indenture and the Tax Agreement, as executed and delivered, shall be in 
substantially the forms now before this meeting and approved, or with such changes in such forms as 
shall be approved by the officers of the County executing the same, their execution of such forms to 
constitute conclusive evidence of their approval of any and all changes or revisions in such forms from 
the forms of the Loan Agreement, the Placement Agreement, the Bond Indenture and the Tax Agreement 
now before this meeting; and from and after the execution and delivery of the Loan Agreement, the 
Placement Agreement, the Bond Indenture and the Tax Agreement, the officers, agents and employees of 
the County are authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all such 
documents as may be necessary to carry out the intent and accomplish the purposes of this Ordinance and 
to comply with and make effective the provisions of the Loan Agreement, the Placement Agreement, the 
Bond Indenture and the Tax Agreement, as executed, and to issue and deliver the Bonds. 

Section 6. The sale of the Bonds pursuant to the Placement Agreement among the County, the 
Borrower and LaSalle Capital Markets, A Division of ABN AMRO Incorporated, as placement agent, at a 
price equal to 100% of the principal amount of the Bonds, is authorized and approved. In connection with 
the sale of the Bonds, it is contemplated that a Preliminary Placement Memorandum and a Placement 
Memorandum will be distributed and the County approves the distribution of a Preliminary Placement 
Memorandum and a Placement Memorandum in connection with the sale of the Bonds and the payment 
by the Borrower of the fees and expenses of the placement agent as set forth in the Placement Agreement. 

Section 7. The remarketing of the Bonds pursuant to a Remarketing Agreement, dated as of 
June 20, 2000, between the Borrower and LaSalle Capital Markets, A Division of ABN AMRO 
Incorporated, its successors and assigns, as remarketing agent, and the appointment of LaSalle Capital 
Markets, A Division of ABN AMRO Incorporated, as remarketing agent, is approved. 

Section 8. The actions of the President of the Board of Commissioners and the County Clerk of 
the County taken before this Ordinance in connection with the Bonds are ratified and confirmed. 
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Section 9. From and after the execution and delivery of the documents, the proper officials, 
agents and employees of the County are authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts and 
things and to execute all such documents, certificates, instruments and notices (including, without 
limitation, the Internal Revenue Service Form 8038), as may be necessary to carry out and comply with 
the provisions of the documents as executed, and to further the purposes and intent of this Ordinance. 

Section 10. The adoption and approval of this Ordinance shall constitute approval of the Bonds 
by the Board of Commissioners and the President of the Board of Commissioners for purposes of 
Section 147(f) of the Code. 

Section 11. The Board of Commissioners allocate to the Bonds an amount of the County’s 
volume cap allocation under Section 146 of the Code equal to the amount of the Bonds issued under the 
Indenture and delivered in accordance with the Placement Agreement, provided such allocation shall not 
exceed $2,500,000.00. 

Section 12. All acts and doings of the officials of the County that are in conformity with the 
purposes and intent of this Ordinance and in furtherance of the issuance of the Bonds be, and the same 
area in all respects, approved and confirmed. The County covenants that it will take no action or fail to 
take any action that would cause the Bonds to be come invalid. 

Section 13. The provisions of this Ordinance are declared to be separable and if any section, 
phrase or provision shall for any reason be declared by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid or 
unenforceable, such declaration shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the remainder of the 
sections, phrases and provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 14. This Ordinance shall constitute complete authority for the issuance of the Bonds. All 
ordinances, orders, and resolutions and parts of them in conflict with this Ordinance are to the extent of 
such conflict repealed, and this Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force immediately upon its 
adoption. 

Section 15. A copy of this Ordinance shall be filed in the office of the County Clerk and shall be 
made available for public inspection in the manner required by law. 

Section 16. This Ordinance shall become effective upon its passage and approval.

WHEREAS, June 14, 2000 will mark the 223rd birthday of the U.S. Flag; and 

WHEREAS, George Washington commissioned Betsy Ross, a young widow of twenty-four, who was 
supporting herself by continuing the upholstery business of her late husband, John Ross, a patriot who 
died in the service of his country. Betsy was known for her exquisite needle work, and was engaged in the 
flag-making business; and 

WHEREAS, on the 14th day of June 1777, the Continental Congress adopted the Stars and Stripes 
pattern for the national flag. This would follow almost one year after the Declaration of Independence and 
more than a decade before the U.S. Constitution was finalized; and 

WHEREAS, the first Flag Day was celebrated in 1877, on the centennial of the U.S. flag’s existence. 
After that many citizens and organizations advocated the adoption of a national day of commemoration 
for the U.S. Flag. It was not until 1949, that President Harry Truman signed legislation making Flag Day a 
day of national observance; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. flag has thirteen stripes, alternating red and white, each stripe representing one of 
the 13 original colonies of England and has 50 stars, one for each state of the Union. The last star added 
was for the State of Hawaii, in 1960. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby 
recognize the U.S. Flag as the emblem of the greatest Sovereign Nation on earth, the inspiration for which 
American Patriots gave their lives and fortunes and observes June 14th as Flag Day; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this text be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable 
Body in recognition of the National day of observance of June 14th as Flag Day.

He 
was described as “Chicago’s leading civil rights lawyer”, by Leon M. Despres, a colleague and close

WHEREAS, on May 31, 1850, nine members of Chicago’s Methodist community met above a hardware 
store in the City of Chicago to create an academic institution that would serve the people of the Northwest 
Territory. Now 150 years later, the term Northwest Territory is one found in the history books and 
Northwestern University has become one of the nation’s top school, and 

WHEREAS, Northwestern University has become one of the major institutions nationally with respect to 
the quality of students it attracts. Last year, for example, there were approximately 15,000 applicants for 
1,900 slots in the freshman class, with a mean SAT score of 1365, and 

WHEREAS, since its first president, Clark T. Hinman took office in 1853, Northwestern University 
expanded quickly. Its medical college was founded in 1870 and its law college in 1873, and the 
reputations of both have continued to grow, and

WHEREAS, at the tender age of 7, Rory David Deutsch was diagnosed with brain stem glioma. The 
doctors told his parents there nothing they could do. He died within five months, and 
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WHEREAS, his parents, Ross and Mindy Deutsch established the Rory Foundation to increase funding 
for pediatric brain tumor research. Since 1998, the Rory Foundation has raised $1.4 million, $45,000 of it 
last summer through its Lemonade for Life campaign. Mr. Deutsch hopes to repeat the event this year, 
with children across the country selling glasses of lemonade for $1, and 

WHEREAS, the Lemonade campaign is sponsored by the Chicago based Fitigues clothing store, which 
has made room for volunteers to sell lemonade outside their 30 stores on weekends. Across the country, 
kids sold lemonade in honor of a child they never met, just to help out other kids who have pediatric 
cancer, and 

WHEREAS, some kids took to selling lemonade on their own and donated the proceeds to the 
foundation. “Kids would knock on the door and say ‘we sold $14 from our lemonade stand and we want 
to give it to you for Rory’”, Ross Deutsch stated, and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the lemonade sales, children raised money in memory of Rory, with a 
basketball tourney, selling chocolate bars and performing at various children’s theatres, and 

WHEREAS, the Deutsch family hopes research will help fight tumors like Rory’s. They also hope more 
doctors will be educated about brain stem glioma. This type of cancer kills 91 to 94 percent of the 
children who are diagnosed with it, and 

WHEREAS, Ross calls the Rory Foundation part of his son’s legacy that will live along with memories 
of his son who loved to study the solar system and who considered President Clinton among his closest 
friends. Rory met President Clinton who was told of Rory’s illness. The President kept in touch with 
Rory through letters, and 

WHEREAS, two patients have started to receive the new drug therapy and Dr. Stewart Goldman of the 
Rory David Deutsch Brain Tumor Research Program, expects a total of 40 children to undergo the 
treatment. That is a significant percentage of the 200 children who develop brain stem gliomas in the 
United States each year. The Research Program is located at Children’s Memorial Hospital, and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Goldman is heartened by the fact that so many new pediatric brain tumor treatment 
opportunities are emerging as a result of the multi-dimensional and multi-institutional studies being

This Resolution calls upon members of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County 
to join and support U.S. Representative Rod Blagojevich’s proposal requiring 
manufacturers of fire arms to test fire guns and record the striation (DNA) marks 
and create a national data base for identification and urge President Clinton and 
Congress to pass the Gun DNA proposal. 

WHEREAS, the Nation has and continues to experience acts of violence through the use of 
firearms, specifically handguns, resulting in the loss of innocent life. Such acts of violence are often 
unresolved due in part to the absence of witnesses and the inability of law enforcement officers to trace 
physical evidence to the offenders of such violent acts; and 
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WHEREAS, the State of Illinois and the counties therein, specifically Cook County, has and 
continues to experience acts of violence perpetrated through the use of firearms, specifically handguns. 
And, like the Nation as a whole have many unresolved deaths due in part to a lack of witnesses and the 
inability of local law enforcement officers to trace available physical evidence to the offenders of such 
violent acts; and 

WHEREAS, the manufacturers and retailers of firearms, specifically handguns, are in the best 
position to perform ballistic identification of firearms and handguns prior to or concurrently with the sale 
of the firearm and establish a ballistic data (DNA) base which would identify the firearm or handgun and 
the purchaser/owner of the firearm should it be used or discharged in a violent crime; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois State Police crime laboratories, with the support of Governor George 
Ryan, and labs in other states have begun loading ballistic images into an Integrated Ballistic 
Identification System (IBIS) in an effort to identify weapons used in violent crimes; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners declare that in order to promote and 
protect the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Cook County, it is necessary and in the best 
interest of the public that manufacturers and retail sellers of firearms establish ballistic data bases to aide 
law enforcement in their investigations of violent crimes where a firearm(s) or a handgun was used and 
discharged in the perpetration of such a violent crime or homicide. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County 
call upon the Members of Congress and the President of the United States to pass Representative Rod 
Blagojevich’s proposal requiring manufacturers and retailers of firearms and handguns to test fire guns 
before they are sold and add the marking (DNA) the guns create to a national ballistic data base.
